The Spokane County Good 
Association, of Washington, has mailed 
out a card with this good advice on 
ttie upkeep of country roads: 

"When your road gets too higli in 
the middle, use your split log drag, 
both going and coming, the first round 
trip on the high part of the road. 
Please remove all loose stones from 
the roads in your districts. 

"When you grade the roads and 
move some sod or other vegetable mat- 
ter into the traveled portion of your 
rand, be sure and nmove it be/ore Uie 
road becomes packed, or else you are 
bound to have a mudhole there in the 
spring and fall or a dosthole during 
thesuramer. This is a mistake that 
most road overseers make. Tliey feel 
tliat after the sod is once covered, no 
bed results will follow, but the dead 
organic matter is Iwund to keep work- 
ing under trattic, whether on the sur- 
fiusecr under the surteoe, andmalce a 
mudhole or a dusthole. 

'-When your grade is completed, a 
level line aerbas and touching the cen- 
ter of the road should be exactly the 
same height above eitlier edge of your 
road. 

'•The best crown for tlie average 
dirt road should be one inch in one 
foot. If your road is graded twenty- 
four (24) feet wide, the center of your 
road should be twelve (12) inches high- 
er than the edges of your road." 



The Governor, Hon. Jas. 1'. Mc- 
Creary, has issued a call requesting the 
people of Kentucky to volunteerily 
work the roads for two days and has 
designated r'riday and Saturday, Oct. 
24th and 25th. It is expected that 
this work be done under the direction 
of tlie Road Engineer, his assistants 
and Foreman. Therefore, I write this 
to urge yon to help gM every thing in 
readiness for those two days. Where 
there is no Foreman on a road I urge 
that tlie Assistant Engineer now pro- 
ceed to get some public spirited citi- 
zen to act in that capacity for this 
special occasion- Let as thoroughly 
organize the eennty for this work, and 
1 would here suggest that we pick out 
some bad liill or other piece of bad 
road In en^ sub^vWon for special 
attention on those days. Another 
duty that 1 feel devolves upon us is 
to notify the people of this eail and 
urge that tbey patolotrleaily reapond 
to it. 

It seems to me tliat every good citi- 
zen of the county should help us in 
this matter not only by working on 
these two days, but by talking the 
matter up, so aa to arouse public in- 
terest. The preachers would do well to 
regale their congregations with a dis- 
ooanseongoodroadB w tand raada aa 
their fancy might dictate. Any way, 
they could get up an interest on the 
subject if they would only try, and I 
l)elieve it is their duty to do 80. What 
think you brethrenV 

I earnestly appeal to all good dti- 
zena to help make these two days 
memorable in Adair county. Let all 
who can furnish teams. And as it is 
possible that we will be short on tools, 
bring along ynur grubbing hoe. axe, 
spade or shovel or whatever will do 
to help better the rand. Hoping that 
every body w ill respond to this call of 
theGovernor.

Gov. McCieary has issued a procla- 
mation, "calling upon the people in 
every county of the State of Kentucky 
to tfrork on the roads in their respect- 
ive counties on Friday and Saturday, 
October 24 and 25, commencing in the 
morning at 8 o'clock each day and con- 
tinuing until 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon. The County Judge and Engi- 
neer of each oounty are directed to 
aid the people in complying with this 
request, and they are authorized to se- 
lect: such persons as may be n eeded to 
assist. In every where there is no En- 
gineer, or where they fail to act the 
Sheriff or other persons are author- 1 
ized to organize and comply with this 
proclamation." 

The Governor says: ''Good roads la- 
cilitate the labor of farmers in briog- 
ing their products to market, and in- 
crease the benefits of rural education 
by providiiig means by whMi %he 
children of the State can go regularly 
to school, and f urnisli a better and 
easier way to go tochuroh and greatly 
enhance ttie value of farm lands. 
This proclamation refers todirt roads^ 
turnpikes and gravel roads. As Ken- 
tucky always takes the lead, and as 
Kentuckians desire the betterment of 
our highways, they must come for- 
ward with enthusiasm and energy and 
show the people of other States that 
they can equal or surpass them in the 
improvemwit of their roads."

Plants sometimes appear to possess 
reasoning power. Charles Darwin In- 
■taaead the ease of the rootlet, which. 

piercing Its way through the soil and 
detecting a stoue or lump of hard clay 
in its path, will go round It without 
touching it "How does the rootlet or 
plant know that the stone is there?" 
he asks. "Certainly it cannot see it 
and as it does nut touch it cannot feel 
it. The areidanee there f ore aeems to 
be In the nature of perception of some 
kind which is a mental operation." 

Tbe species of mimosa known as the 
•ensltive plant will contract its leaves 
even at tbe sound of a footstesp. and 
when such a pl.int is being transplant- 
ed it crumples up during the process In 
MKh a w«j that it really appears to be 
Buffering (feWB fear. Afterward It re- 
covers and resumes its ordinary mode 
of life.

Perhaps the most exttaordtaary fall 

that a human being ever survived is 
that described by Tbormanby in his 
"Sporting Stories." The lucky man 
waa Colonel William Xorke Moore^ a 
British offlcer, who rode his liorse in 
the dark over a sheer precipice 247 
feet in height and came out alive! It 
seems incredible timt wmA a featfW 
experience should result In anything 
but instant death, yet here are the 
facts, which once again confirm the 
adage that truth la more wonderful 
than fiction: 

Colonel Moore, who commanded the 
troops at Dominica, lost his way one 
arcnlng after sunset In eompiate 
darkness he endeavored to make his 
way home.

The power of a small glass partition 
to preveat the spread ef Msetlons dto 

eases has been known in the hospitals 
of Europe for several years, but ia 
only becoming recognized In America 
In the contagious wards of the Brook* 
lyn OhUdren's hoepttal giaas partitions 
about five feet hisrh are placed between 
the beds. And the effect is really as> 
tonlshhig. In one bed may be a child 
with pneomonia, in the next one with 
scarlet fever. In the next one with 
measles. Cerebrospinal meningitis, 
diphtheria and other such diseases may 
he rapreeanted to the other beds, but 
since the installation of the glass par- 
titions no cliild "catches" the disease 
that his neighbor has. 

And yet the air circulates freely all 
aronnd and above the glass partitions, 
and one would think that tbo germs 
would spread almost as easily as If 
(heee wave not ^here. Tet cspertenee 
has proTsd tb»t this is not so. 

Physldans are revising their views 
about the spread of contagious dis- 
eases through the air. Some are even 
ridiculing the fumigation of rooms. 
The suggestion is that most of the 
pathogenic germs die very quickly in 
the air; that posons mnst come fstriy 
dose to the patients and be in almost 
direct contact with them if they are

Even wbcn a lunatic is telling one in 
fervid langruage how she has been de- 
prived of her children or the outrages 
that have been perpetrated upon her- 
self her eye Is never even moist. The 
ready gush of tears which accompa- 
nies the plaint ef the sane wobmui eon- 
trasts strangely with the dry eyed ap- 
peal of the talkative lunatic. It would, 
indeed, seem that tears give relief to 
feelings which, when pent up, lead to 
madness. It Is one of the privileges of 
reason to be able to. weep. Amid all 
the misery of the insane they find wn 
rsHsf to tears.— Pearson's Wieekly.

Sterilized Soil For Flowerau 
It Ls not generally known that the 
soil used by florists for filling window 
boxes and flowerpots is often steri- 
lized. This sterilization Is not intend- 
ed primarily for the destruction of 
germs, Imt for the des tru o tl o u of all 
animal and vegetable life in the sol!, 
ao that weeds will not be springing up 
along with the flowers and worms up- 
rooting the earth. The sterilizing de- 
vice consists of a large bin with steam 
pipes running through it about four 
feet apart Along these pipes there 
are placed iKdes at Interrals of s flew 
inches. The soil— which is sod plow- 
ed up and left to decay for a year— la 
dumped In. Then the steam Is turned 
on for half an hour. At the end of 
that time the proc«»ss Is completed.—
